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Top of 
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Results show 
Greenwich primaries 
better national average 


PRIMARY schools in 
the Royal Borough of 
Greenwich are continuing 
to outperform schools 
across the country 
according to the latest test 
results published by the 
Government. 

The figures also show 
that Greenwich’s most able 
students are being stretched 
to bring out the best in them 
- while five-year-olds continue 
to demonstrate the benefit of 
the early years support offered 
across the Royal Borough. 

11-year-olds in the 
Royal Borough are doing 
particularly well in national 
tests. The numbers achieving 
the high standard of Level 4 
or above this year in reading, 
writing and maths was 87%. 
Last year’s figure nationally, 
for the same standard, was 
79%. 

The proportion who achieved 
the even higher standard of 
level 5 or above in all three 
subjects was 35% (compared 


with 24% nationally, last year). 

The latest Government 
figures also show how well 
Greenwich’s five-year-olds are 
continuing to develop. 

Following last year’s tables 
that confirmed more five- 
year-olds in Greenwich were 
achieving the expected levels 
of development than anywhere 
else in the country, this year’s 
tables show Greenwich 
continuing to outstrip the 
national performance. Of 
the five-year-olds assessed 
this year, more than three- 
quarters (77%) are achieving 
the expected level of social 
and intellectual development, 
compared with a national rate 
of 60% last year. 

Cllr John Fahy, Deputy 
Leader of the Royal Borough 
of Greenwich and Cabinet 
Member for Children’s 
Services, said, “These are 
excellent results and show 
that our primary schools are 
continuing to do exceptional

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Councillors check on Crossrail progress

ROYAL BOROUGH Councillors 
have been to view the excellent 
progress of Crossrail in Abbey 
Wood - during a week which saw a 
new section of track completed and 
handed over to the project. 

The first half of a two mile section 
of new track has been constructed by 
Network Rail between Abbey Wood and 
the tunnel ‘portal’ in Plumstead - it 
was officially handed over to Crossrail 
last week. It will initially be used to 
facilitate the fit-out of the tunnel with 
tracks, overhead power cable and 
everything else needed to turn the 
tunnels into a fully operating railway 
Once Crossrail opens the new track will 
form part of the new link, seeing brand 
new Crossrail trains running along it 
between the borough, Central London 
and beyond. 

Leader of the Royal Borough, Cllr 
Denise Hyland and Cllr Danny Thorpe, 
Royal Borough Cabinet Member for 
regeneration and transport went along 
to inspect the project, which is delivering 
major benefits to Abbey Wood and the 
borough as a whole. 

The new Crossrail stations in Woolwich 
at the Royal Arsenal and Abbey Wood 
are due to open in 2018 and 2017 and will 
allow people to get into central London 
from Abbey Wood in around 20 minutes. 
Crossrail is bolstering the regeneration 
of both areas, bringing new housing 
plus better transport connections and 
access to job opportunities. 

The brand new Abbey Wood station 
is arguably one of the most impressive 
station designs on the new network. 
The new two-level station is being built 
above the two new Crossrail tracks 
and the existing north Kent services 
with a bright, spacious concourse 
leading directly onto a wide forecourt, 
connecting the station to the Harrow 
Manorway dual carriageway. Two new 
‘island’ platforms for Crossrail and 
north Kent services and six lifts will 
help passengers get around the station 
and to provide step-free access to every 
platform. 





Cllr Denise Hyland, Leader of the Royal 
Borough of Greenwich said: “Crossrail 
is a real catalyst for regeneration and 
with the Council’s vision for the future 
is a major factor in attracting new 
investment and new jobs, as well as 
delivering huge transport improvements 
and opening up new opportunities for 
residents and people travelling in and 
out of the borough.” 

Cllr Danny Thorpe, Royal Borough 
of Greenwich Cabinet Member for 
Regeneration and Transport said: “Not 
only will the new Crossrail serve as a 
faster route for travelling in and around 
the borough and the city, it will also 
serve as the centre point for rejuvenating 
each station’s surrounding area. New 
homes, hotels, public squares, library 
and a major new supermarket are being 
built in Abbey Wood as part of the new 
CrossQuarter development to bring 
further benefits to the communities. In 
addition, local residents and Crossrail 
users will see big improvements to 
the general area surrounding the new 
station”

A SPECIAL partnership between

Liz Simpson, local Environment 
Champion and deputy chair of the 
Waterside Close Residents’ Association 
told GT: “I’m delighted to be involved 
with the Environment Champions - it’s 
a great way to get involved and take 
responsibility for your local area. We work 
with the Residents’ Association here to 
put on community clean-ups every two 
months and help keep Waterside Close 
clean and litter-free. It’s also a great way 
to meet neighbours build up a sense of 
community spirit.

THE brand new Marks and Spencer 
store in Charlton opened its doors 
for the first time last week (July 9) 
securing more than 100 new jobs for 
residents in the process. 

The council and its jobs service (GLLaB) 
has worked with M&S to ensure that local 
people benefit the most from the new job 
opportunities the store will bring.

We have 
worked with M&S from the 
start to ensure that it is our 
residents that benefit from 
the opening of this store and 
it is hugely encouraging that 
over 100 new jobs have now 
been created.” 

Cllr Sizwe James, cabinet 
member for business, employment and 
skills said: “I am really proud of our 
GLLaB service and its work here - which 
has secured another 108 jobs for local 
people. Our collaboration with M&S 
and other organisations ensured that 


GLLaB participants were given excellent

A HIGHLY PRAISED 
Royal Borough scheme 
which helps families 
being held back by a 
range of problems is 
expanding its work. 

The Families 1st scheme 
supports families with 
issues that are causing 
problems in the home 
and are holding them 
and their children back 
from achieving success at 
work or school. Now the 
scheme will support even 
more families in tackling 
a wider range of issues 
they face. 

The Families 1st team 
was set up by the Royal 
Borough in 2013 with 
an ambitious target to 
turn around the lives of 
790 Greenwich families 
experience a range of 
problems including 
unemployment, anti- 
social behaviour and 
truancy. The initial 
goal was met ahead of 
target and was praised 
by Eric Pickles MP (the 
then Secretary of State 
for Communities and 
Local Government), and 
the Director General 
of the Government’s 
Troubled Families Task 


Force, Louise Casey, 
when they came to meet 
local families who have 
transformed their lives 
after receiving the extra 
help they needed. 

As a result of the 
effective way the Families 
1st team worked, the 
Royal Borough was

named as one of just 
over 50 areas across the 
country to spearhead the 
next expanded stage of 
the programme. It will 
now support nearly 3000 
local families and tackle 
a wider range of problems 
including domestic 

violence and abuse, debt 
problems (including 

housing rent arrears), 
parents and children with 
health problems, and 
children who need help. 


Councillor Denise Scott- 
McDonald, the Royal 
Borough of Greenwich 
Cabinet Member for 
Community Wellbeing 
and Public Health said: 

“Our Families 1st 
scheme starts from a 
simple premise that most 
local people want to do 
the best for themselves, 
support their families, 
and see their children 
to do well at school. 
Many families are also 
faced with a number of 
problems including lack 
of skills, employment 
opportunities, rent debts, 
family conflict, lack of 
confidence, or may be 
suffering poor health. 
When these problems are 
combined over time they 
can grid families down, 
and leave them feeling 
that they are just too big 
and too many to take on. 

“That is where Families

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CHILDREN from James Wolfe 
Primary School in Randall Place, 
Greenwich, had a visit from the 
‘Listening Bus’, which is operated 
by the National Deaf Children’s 
Society (NDCS). 

The school has a specialist unit for 
deaf children and invited the bus, which 
tours the country giving information to 
deaf children and their families through 
workshops and technology on board. 

This technology demonstrates the 
latest equipment to give deaf young 
people more independence and lets them 
try it for themselves.

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Noisy neighbours 
silenced and fined 


THE ROYAL Borough 
of Greenwich has 
successfully prosecuted 
a Greenwich husband 
and wife for causing an 
on-going noise nuisance 
to their neighbours. 

Donald and Michelle 
Strachn, tenants at a flat 
in Combedale Road SE10, 
pleaded guilty at Bexley 
Magistrates Court on June 
23 to failing to comply 
with a noise abatement 
notice served by the Royal 
Borough’s Noise Team. 

They now face combined 
fines and costs of more 
than £800 and have 
also had their stereo 
equipment seized by the 
Royal Borough. 

The Court heard that 
the Strachns had caused 
repeated nuisance to 
their neighbours over a 
sustained period of time 


by playing loud amplified 
music. Despite a number 
of warnings the couple 
also ignored the Royal 
Borough’s abatement 
notice and continued to 
disturb their neighbours. 

Mr Strachn was fined 
£200 and ordered to pay 
£300 in Costs with a victim 
surcharge of £20. Mrs 
Strachn was fined £100 
and ordered to pay £200 
in Costs with a victim 
surcharge of £20. 

The Court also issued a 
forfeiture order for their 
stereo equipment which 
was seized by Council 
Noise officers with a 
warrant of entry. 

Councillor Jackie Smith, 
Royal Greenwich Cabinet 
Member for Community 
Safety and Environment 
said: 

“Continuing to play 
loud music in the way 


this couple did is not only 
inconsiderate and selfish, 
it causes considerable 
distress to neighbours and 
is an offence. The fact that 
the Strachns were served 
with the abatement notice 
means that they were fully 
aware of the problems they 
were causing, but they 
still persisted to ignore 
the order. 

“I hope that the fines they 
have received alongside 
the seizure of their 
equipment will provide 
them, and others who 
cause a noise nuisance, 
with a clear message that 
we will take strong action 
to protect residents from 
the distress of excessive 
noise.”

Cllr John Fahy, the council’s deputy 
leader and cabinet member for children’s 
services, said: “We are determined to 
protect such services for families, as 
we recognise the vital importance of 
the early years in supporting children’s 
social and educational development. 

“We have maintained our network of 
24 children’s centres across the borough 
and these centres remain a key focus for 
the support that we provide for families, 
helping to give children from all parts 
of the community a good start in life. 
The value of our children’s centres was 
confirmed in a major national study 
which named Greenwich as the borough 
where more five-year-olds achieve the 
expected levels of development than 
anywhere else in the country. 

“Parental involvement is an important 
strength of our children’s centres, which 
are valued for the role that they play, 
both in supporting children’s learning 
and social development, and in providing 
access to a host of other services. 

“Our partnership with local provider 
organisations ensures that children’s 
centres continue to offer the services that 
are so greatly valued by parents. The 
centres retain their identity as Royal 
Greenwich Children’s Centres, while 
at the same time the organisations 
now running the centres will be 
able to innovate and develop new 
services, in close consultation 
with local parents.”

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A little 'Me time' for parents 


P arents are taking control after 
attending a course to help raise 
confidence and self esteem - run 
through the royal borough's children's 
centres. 

The so-called 'discoverME' programme - a 
four week course - aims to help parents 
build confidence and selfesteem to 
ultimately help them lead healthier lives 
■ and help them into work- if a lack of 
confidence has been holding them back. 

The latest course ended at the Waterfront 
I Leisure Centre in Woolwich earlier this 

L 


month. Parents from 17 children's centres 
and local schools were invited to take part. 
It is run as part of the confidence building, 
and employability support programme 
first delivered through the Abbey Wood 
children's centre in 2009. 

After following the course, parents 
develop new skills and the confidence to 
apply for jobs and courses, set up their 
own support projects, take on leadership 
roles or set themselves new goals and 
challenges. The training is based on the 
premise that a happier parent equals a 


happier child and so the whole family 
benefits. 

Programme director Anna Garcia, said: 
"We explore fun and simple techniques 
which help to build your self-expression 
and communication skills in your job 
search and interview settings. We look 
at alternative and effective ways for 
participants to produce results in areas 
of their lives that are most important 
including their family, relationships, health, 
work and finance." 

Course participant Judy is now applying 
for work and is a lot more confident after 
following the course. She said: "I'm getting 
work phone calls nearly every day now 
and my confidence and energy has been 


lifted. I've got so muc 
positive energy and 
enthusiasm and 
the jobs coming 
through are 
fantastic." 

Tammy, another 
participant, added: 

'I have learnt to 
live in the moment 
and I have grown in 
confidence. When I applied 
for a job earlier this week, I 
walked in with head held high and a big 
smile and decided what happens, happens. 
I've just found out I've got the job and I am 
so over the moon."
